Spent money 
on Burwash , 
despite closing 


Richard Potter, Ontario minister of 
correctional services, admitted that spend. 
ing for renovations at the Burwash 
correctional institute continued ‘‘some 
months"' after government announced 
plans to close it. 

Potter told the legislature that necessary 
expenditures continued on repair and 
manintenance contracts “to keep the 
buildings in good condition.” 

The ministe was replying to a charge by 
Liberal Leader Robert Nixon that the 
government spent $1.6 million on the jail 
after announcing its closure. 

Potte said ‘‘some work did go on after the 
decision was made, but the work had been 
contracted for’’ earlier. 

Elie Martel (NDP-Sudbury East) said the 
government spent $4.5 million on major 
repairs to the facility since 1970. The 
government decision earlier this year to 
close Burwash meant that amount is 
wasted. 


Potter said the Burwash facility likely will 
be put to another use that has not yet been 
decided. 

The decision to close Burwash in stages 
was made after studies revealed that 90 per 
cent of its prisoners came from Southern 
Ontario. Burwash is located on Highway 69 
south of Sudbury.

Algonquin’s plan

The Ontario Government unveiled its 
long-awaited master plan for Algonquin 


«Provincial Park and at the same time 


anWOwaced the establishment 
provincial pavks. advisory council. 
Leo Bernier, minister of natural\ re- 
scources, said that logging in the park will 
continue ‘‘on a very selected basis’’ with 
only. one per cent of the total park area 
being logged in any one year, But 75 per 
cent of the park has been designated for 
logging over a long period. 

Bernier also announced that he will soon 
be introducing a bill to establish the 


of a 


Algonquin Forestry Authority. 


There was talk that former Ontario 


‘premier Johm Robarts would be named 


chairman of the authority but Bernier 
named Dr. Vidar Nordin, dean of the 
faculty of forestry at the University of 
Toronto, to the post. 

Chairman of the new advisory council 
will be Dr. George Priddle, a geography 
professor at the University of Waterloo. He 
will be assisted by 18 others named to the 
council to serve from one to three years. 

One of the council's jobs will be to 
monitor the implementation of the 
Algonquin Park master plan. 

“A key element in the plan indicates the 
zoning of the park into- natural, historic, 
primitive, recreation and utilization zo- 
nes,’ Bernier said when he tabled the plan 
in the Legislature on opening day of the fall 
session. 

Opposition leader Robert Nxon_ said 
outside the House that all the master plan 
will do is “‘put in a lot more picnic tables, 
pick up trash and continue logging,”” 

Bernier said that Algonquin ‘‘is in greater 
danger from its users than anything or 
anyone else. 


—“in point of fact, it is essential that in 


certain of.the interior canoe routes, the 
number of canoe trippers be reduced either 
through redistribution to little used routes 
or by limiting entry. The excessive use of 
these interior routes had in effect 
destroyed campsites and the wilderness 
experience,” 

Other lighlights of the master plan: 


The park will be enlarged by additions at 
several key points and the park system will 
be complemented by the addition of 
“perimeter parks." 

Up to 4,000 additional public campsites 
may be established in the perimeter parks 
and private campgrounds may also be 
established. 

Existing interior canoe routes will be 
improved and new exterior routes will be 
established. 

The prohibition of new highways in the 
park has been extended to include new 
transmission lines, pipelines and comm- 
unications towers. 

Seven areas, comprising 25,000 acres of 
Crown land will be added to the park to 
control access, consolidate entire canoe 
routes and provide additional capacity for 
access from adjacent boundary areas. 

The use and possession of non-burnable 
and disposable food and beverage 
containers will be prohibited by regulation 
in areas where- there are not. waste 
collection services. 

The use of motor boats and all-terrain 
vehicles will be prohibited by 1975 except 
on Lake Opeongo an on lakes where there 
are private cottages.

Around the Kitchen 


Here’s some ways to use eggs 


by Kay Peacock 


Last month we had the chicken, this 
month the egg. However that does not 
mean that I know which one came first. 
Eggs. while you buy them by the dozen, 
are actually sold by the potnd. How much 
does a pound of eggs cost ? One dozen 


‘large eggs must weigh a minimum of 24 


ounces, or a pound and a half. So if you pay 
80 cents a.dozen, that is about 55 cents a 
pound. Unless you go out and catch it 
yourself that is about the best price you will 
ever pay for protein. 

The original convenient food packed in 
individual containers, an inexpensive 
Vitamin and mineral capsule, and the most 


easily digested protein on the market. And 


did you know that you can freeze eggs? 
Break them into individual ice cube trays, 
stir gently, then freeze. When frozen solid, 
store in a plastic bag. You can use them in 
any recipe that calls for eggs, but it is a 
little difficult to serve them boiled 
afterwards. Speaking of boiled, you should 
never boil an egg. It toughens the white. 
Place eggs in a sauce pan, cover with cold 
water, cover the pan, and bring water to 
the boiling point. Remove from the heat, or 
keep temperature of water below simmer- 
ing. Allow 3,4, or 5 minutes for soft, 
medium, or firm yolk using large eggs. 
Increase or decrease time by about '2 
minute up or down for larger or smaller 


eggs. To hard cook eggs, allow about 25 


minutes, again for large eggs, adding or 
deducting 3 minutes for larger or smaller

Pickled Eggs. 

3 Cups white vinegar, 

1’. cups water 

I'v tsp. salt - 

1 tsp. whole cloves 

I tsp. pepper berries 

'’2 tsp. celery seed 

1 dozen eggs. 

Put the spices into a small cotton bag or a 
bag made from several thicknesses of 
cheese cloth. Put the bag into the vinegar 
with salt and water and boil 10 minutes. 
Remove spice bag and let solution cool, 
Hard-cook eggs. dash into cold water to 
cool rapidly and remove shells. Pack eggs 
into jars. Pour cold vinegar solution over 
cggs to cover, then cover jars. The eggs 
may be kept at room temperature, for a 
short time, but recommend cool storage 
for anydength of time. Let stand at least 
two days in pickling solution before using. 
If preferred, spices may be omitted, sugar, 
garlic, or onions added.

met Jim Gregory and King Clancy 
and they told me they were keen to 
have me back. 

“I knew I wouldn't last long in 
Edmonton because'l had problems 


with Bill Hunter (Oiler’s GM) since 


last March. That's when we got 
together and he offered me a new 


10-year contract. I was really happy 


because I thought was set for life. 
I like Edmonton, the people are 
great and J had a fishing camp. My 
happiness didn’t last long because 
about 10 days later Hunter told me 


' the board of directors had turned 


down the contract. 

Even during the Russia-Canada 
series. it was quife evident to 
observers, the relationship between 
Harrison and his general manager 
who was alsoacting as manager for 
Team Canada ‘74 was rather 
strained. It allcame toa head on the 
team’s return from overseas at an 
Edmonton practice. 

Alan Eagleson, Harrison's legal 
and business advisor. explains it 

this way: 

“Hunter suspended Harrison in 


frustration he threw his stick into’ 


the stands and skated off the ice. He 
suspended him without talking to 
the player or to me. I, then, called 
Hunter and it became clear to me 
that there was a case of breach of 
contract. 

‘IT told Hunter what I thought and | 
also told him I'd Ret Him another 
club to play for. I had talked to 
Gregory and Clancy before aobut 
Harrison and at that time, they 
indicated to me that if I coul. 
arrange his release gthey'd offer 
him a five-year contract at well 
over $100,000 a year. 

“When a week passed following the 
suspension, | went to see Gregory 
and Harold Ballard (the Leaf's 
president). I remember it well 
because it was following the game 
between the leafs and the Los. 
Angeles Kings. But suddenly, they 
started to back off. They said they 
‘couldn't go that high and offered a 
three-year escalating contract with 
the top figure being around. That 
wasn't enough. 

“The leafs reversal certainly put 
me into an unpleasant situation with 
Harrison because | more or less 


indicated to him the Leafs were’ 


ready to do business.” 

Eagleson isn't the type who panics 
easily. He figured that under the 
circumstances he would have to 
make a deal with a WHA club. And 
he contacted Hunter again. 

“I told him we'd agree to Jim being 
traded, although he has a no'trade 
contract,"’ recalled Eagleson. ‘But 
1 hastened to add we'd only 
entertain three clubs - the Toro s, 
the Vancouver Blazers and the 
Crusaders. It was difficult to make 
a deal with the Toros and Blazers 
because both clubs already have 
high payrolls. So Hunter contacted 
the Crusaders and made the deal.

In fact, why couldn't Mrs. Plumptre, bless her bulging 


midriff, and the rest of that food prices review board, be- 


come coliform sniffers with the department of ‘health? 
They are eminently qualified. They've been sniffing around 
marketing boards and farm organizations for three years 
now and haven't got manure on their boots yet. 

Making them bona fide meat sniffers will give them 
something more constructive to do than blame farmers for 
higher food prices, something more constructive than try- 
ing to undermine all the hard work done by many farm or- 
ganizations in setting up boards to allow farmers a voice in 
their own destiny. 

The cases of food poisoning in Canada from the bacteria 
found by those radio snoops have been infinitisimal com- 
pared to the amount of meat eaten.

Seeking more trails 
for snowmobilers | 


More than half the fatal snowmobile 
_ accidents in 
collisions with other motor vehicles, 
accordingto Statistics Canada. The 
obvious road t6 a better safety record is to 
keep snow machines and road machines 
apart 

The International Snowmobile Industry 
| Association is lobbying for more trails for 
the exclusive use of the 300,000 machines 
in Onitario. 

The association represents companies 
manufacturing 90 per cent of the machines 
sold in North America. President Mort- 


‘imer Doyle has mostly good things to say 


. about snowmobiling in Ontario. 

He said noise levels have been reduced 
by about one quarter, company consolid- 
ation has made a healthier industry, 
stickers on the machines will show the 
manufacturers are living up to a stricter 
safety code. 

But, says Doyle, ‘‘we have gone about as 

far as we can go within the industry. We 
need government help and co-operation to 
improve safety.” 
According to Doyle, Ontario lags far 
behind in reserving special trails for 
snowmobiles. Quebec has the same 
number of machines and 22,000 miles of 
special trails. That is one mile for every 16 
machines. 

Figures are vague for Ontario, but is is 
something like one mile of trail for every 
100 machines. 

Doyle attributes Quebec's long lead to the 
fact that the whole business started there. 

“I'm not criticizing the Ontario Govern- 
ment,’ says Doylé, whose headquarters 
are in Washington, D.C., “but we must 


have government help.” 


There were 127 deaths from snowmobile 
accidents in Canada last season. Statis- 
tics seem to show that by putting the 
machines on their own trails, about 60 
Canadian lives would be saved. Most 
deaths have been from collisions or falling 
through ice and drowning. Only two 
percent of the facilities were caused by 
being thrown, and there is no mention of 
dying from exposure beside a wrecked 
machine. 

At the Canada Safety Council conference 
last week, there was also some talk about 
snowmobiles. 

The safety experts complained about the 
elimination of the cargo area under the 
seat of the new models. They complained 
there was no room for safety equipment.

Unlike the Old Trudeau, the new version replied with fore- 
bearance and kept his cool, rather than jabbing back. There 
was a nasty situation = that — rape tesa PM 
called a story about changing foreign policy “pure fiction.” 
But he asked the rter involved to walk back up the hill 
with him and they jawed about their differences — some- 
thing that would never have happened a scant two months 
earlier. 

The PM wound up throwing a reception in the press gal- 
lery next day, ——— most of the cabinet along with him, so

refusing to let him mix and mingle. 

Earlier the same day, the PM had spoken in the Throne 
Speech debate, emphasizing what he thought were vitally 
needed reforms in Parliament — commons and senate — 
and in the constitution.

_After all, why should an opposition — even one faced with 
Sitting opposite a majority government for at least the next 
four years ~ consort with a government which aims at being 
perpetually in power? It simply isn't the nature of politics. 


Doyle said the prime consideration in the 
industry a few years ago was the design of 
a safer seat. This was accomplished at the 
cost of the cargo’space. There is enough 
room aboard, he said, for regulation 
safety equipment. 

One other snowmobile problem that 
surfaced last week is the government is 
considering legislation to control 
tresspassing by snowmobilers accroding to 
Attorney General Robert Welch. 

Murray Gaunt (L-Huron-Bruce) has 
asked the minister what action the 
government plans, especially in light of a 
recent Supreme Court of Canada decision 
that awarded damages to a snowmobiler 
injured while tresspassing. : 

The decision means property owners 
may be held responsible if snowmobilers 
are injured while on their property. 

The Supreme Court said property owners 
must take reasonable precautions if they 
know that trespassing is likely. 

Gaunt suggested the province take action 
to protect both property owners and snow 
mobiler's.

Canada’s newsstands are flooded with 
foreign magazines, mostly from the 
United States. , 

Playboy, for instance, collects about as 
much money selling its magazine in 


Canada as do the 17 largest English- « 
language consumer magazines combined, 


the Special Senate Committee on Mass 
Media reported. 

Two U.S. Magazines - Time Canada and 
Reader's Digest - have special privileges 
under the Canadian Income Tax, the big 
break that has enabled Time and Digest 
to become so rich and powerful that the 
pair now scoop up between 50 and 60 per 
cent of all Canadian magainze advertising 
revenue, 

Truly Canadian magazines are squeezed 
out of advertising, are squeezed off the 
newstands and - with a few exceptions - 
pay much higher postal costs that the two 
U.S. giants, who received postal subsidies 
amounting to $2.9 million in 1971. 

Is this situation of interest only to 
advertisers, printers, publishers, writers, 
editors, artists and photographers? No. 

The Time-Digest issue is every bit as 
important as the energy issue. It is 
through the pages of journals such as 
Time Canada that we perceive what the 
energy situation is. A false perception will 
lead to false action. 

Meanwhile, Candian magazines are 
waiting in the wings to take their rightful 
place in their own country.

That world conference in Rome is supplying a lot of figures 
for the statisticians. 

To listen to many of the delegates, feeding the whole world 
is a job set aside for Canada, the United States, Australia 
and, possibly, Argentina. These four states apparently have 
enough money and the technical know-how to feed those 460 
million people in the world who live in a chronic state of mal- 
nutrition. 

And an equal number — another 500 million — who are 
hard hit when there are crop failures are also depending 
on the Big Two — Canada and the U.S. — to feed them along 
with some help from Australia and Argentina. 

What is baffling is why the onus is on only Canada and the 
U.S.? Surely, European nations are just as responsible for 
their fellow men as Canadians and Americans. 

Dairy surpluses are common throughout Europe. France, 
in fact, has one of the biggest surpluses in dairy products in 
the world and the French government must have millions 
of pounds of dairy products in storage because France pays 
huge subsidies to farmers. 

Don't misunderstand me. Canada should do everything 
possible to feed the underdeveloped and developing nations. 

But is it all to be done by North Americans? Years ago, 
Russia was an exporter of grain. Russian grain caused con- 
siderable fluctuation on the world markets in the early 1900s. 
But that country has become one of the world's biggest im- 
porters of grain in recent years. 

Why? Probably because collective farms are not work- 
ing as well as the five-year plans predicted. 

Which is another reason why family farms should be main- 
tained, encouraged and subsidized in this country. But that 
is another topic.

Asians and Africans who are on the verge of starvation 
are desperately looking to Canada. And their governments 
will continue to hassle Ottawa and Washington for aid. Let 
us hope that aid will be enlarged. 

But, at the same time, those same governments should be 
hassling the Kremlinforhelp, too. . 

Some of the statistics being thrown around in Rome cer- 
tainly indicate that man’s inhumanity to man knows no 
bounds. The group labelled Rome Forum, 25 men and wo- 
men who are kfidwn internationally’ as experts in agricul- 
ture and economic dev nt, made some astounding 
oo through writer Barbara Vierd, the British econo- 
mis 

Mrs. Ward said it would take about $5 billion right now Se 
to keep those 5 million people on the edge of starvation from 4 
dying.

But the nations of the world spend $350-billion on arms 
every year, said Mrs. Ward. And that's a helluva lot more 
than $5 billion.

The big battle starts 
and ends in the bellies of all the people of all the nations in 
the world. 

Until the day when every living soul on this globe can go 
to sleep with a full stomach, there will be wars and rumors 
of wars. Hunger brings desperation. Desperation breeds 
violence. 

Energy shortages can come and go. Trips to the moon 
can be televised as giant steps for mankind. 

But Christ's admonition to feed His flock is as valid today 
as it was 2,000 years ago.

Price hike in January

Insulin supply 
OK, but prices 


\ going up 


Health Minister Frank Miller has 
assured the Ontario Legislature that 
supplies of insulin for diabetics will be 
adequate, but price of the medication is 
expected to increase. 

Miller was asked by Phil Givens 
(Liberal-York-Forest Hill) to prevent 
manipulation in the insulin market and to 
reassure diabetics that insuling. will be 
available at reasonable prices. The latest 
of two price increases this year came last 
week when the cost of insulin went up 
about 10 per cent. 

The health minister said the federal 
government has called a meeting of 
producers and health officials in Ottawa 
November 28 to discuss the supply of 
insulin. ss 

Miller said that recent competition in the 
marketplace for the pancreas glands of 
slaughtered cattle from which insulin is 
derived is responsible, along with increase 
productions costs of the medication, for 
the price rise. 

Insulin that sold for aobut $2.05 last year 
is now selling for $2.55 a vial and would 
jast the average diabetic about two or 
three weeks. 


Electioneering 
in schools? 


An Ottawa-member of the Ontario 
legislature accused the government of 
electioneering in the province’s secondary 
schools. 

Albert Roy (L-Ottawa East) said that a 
pamphlet distributed to-high schools 
across the province by the Progressive 
Conservative partyof Ontario concen- 
trates almost solely on the Conservative 
government. 

He said a covering letter sent with the 
pamphlet suggests that the material 
might be useful in Canadian studies 
courses and the kit contained an 
eight-by-10 inch photograph of Premier 
William Davis. 

Roy asked Margaret Birch, provincial 
secretary for social development, whether 
she thought it proper that schools should 
be “‘uséd"’ by what he called a propaganda 


arm of the government.

.Millions of vitamin tablets are swallowed 
every day in the belief that they'll produce 


- pep and vitality - and provide the nutrients 


missing from a normal diet. 

But, say nutritionists, while this belief 
may make a bundle for the manufacturers 
of vitamin pills, it sire hasn't done much 
to enrich the health status of the people who 


use them.

grouped together contain only eight or 
nine of these at the most. 

Marilyn Winarski, senior consultant in 
nutrition of the Ministry of Health asks, 


“Why swallow tasteless tablets when you ~ 


can get vitamin A from carrots; B from 
bread; C from orange juice; D from milk: 
and E from corn oil; and still enjoy the 
pleasures of eating - flavor, texture and 
aroma ?” . 

Miss Winarski points out that we in 
Canada don’t get nutrient deficiency 
diseases such as scurvy; but we do'suffer 
from diet-and-lifestyle-related problems 
such as diabetes, obesity, dental caries 
and cardiovascular disease - and vitamin 
pills don’t have any influence on these 
diseases anyway. 


Cactus great beginning 


‘A cactus can make a great beginning to 
a houseplant collection,”’ Says R. A. 
Fleming, Ontario Ministry of Agriculture 
and Food horticulturist. 

“It is long-lived, withstands the warm, 
dry air of most homes well and needs 

infrequent watering.” 

Because “they grow slowly, cacti. need 
repotting only once every two or three 
years. Their oddity of form and the 
beautiful flowers some produce make. 
them excellent plants for most homes. 
Duting November, December. January 
and early February, the cactus does not 
frow vigorously because it cannot get 
enough light. Keep it in a bright, Cenl 
location where the temperature is as low 
as 40 degrees F. Water it sparingly - only 
when shriveling has begun‘or the soil in 
the pot is bone dry. Be sure the soil drains 
quickly, a 
In late February and March, when the 
days are warmer and brighter, watering 
the cactus more frequently will encourage 
it to produce new growth and perhaps a 
flower or two. \ 

Most cacti in full growth benefit from an 
occasional feeding of weak, liquid 
fertilizer. When your cactus outgrows its 
pol, replant in equal parts of cdarse sand

Balance. And they believe that if people 
are going to yen to pills, is should be on 
the advice of a physician, rather than on 
whim at the mercy of food faddists. 
Nutritionists also stress the vitamin 
supplements should not be dressed up like 
candies - and over advertised. They're 
_medicines, and should be treated as such. 
too many of some vitamins, they warn, 
can build up to dangerous levels in the

Tom Deline says council needs 
younger representative 


Madoc council needs younger represent- 
atives with fresh new ideas, says Tom 
Deline, a candidate for Madoc council in 
the upcoming December election. 

Mr. Deline is contesting the council seat 
left vacant last. week when only two 
candidates were nominated for three 
council positions. 

He sees lack of awareness of political 
responsibilities as oné reason why’ not 
enough candidates were nominated. He 
feels not enough people are willing to 
devote the time necessary to do a good job 
on council. 

Mr. Deline is a newcomer to politics, but 
no stranger to community involvement. A 
hative of Madoc, he was active in the 
Kinsmen Club and the Associated 
Commercial Travellers Association in 
North Bay before returning to Madoc a 
year ago. 

He is concerned about the lack of social 
outlets and employment opportunities for 
young people in Madoc. 

‘“Because Madoc is the educational centre 
of the area, it should play a leading role in 
providing social and vocational Opportun- 
ities for young people’, says ’mr. Deline. 

Madoc needs more community organiza- 
tions to provide facilities for young people, 
says Mr. Deline. As an example, service 
groups could take the initiative in raising 
funds for a rink instead of relying on 
government grants. — 

What employment ‘opportunities does 
Madoc offer teghnical or academic 
graduates of Centre Hastings high school, 
asks Mr. Deline? He says job prospects are 
just as poor now as they were wshen he left 
Madoc to find work at the age of 
seventeen. 

He feels Madoc council could play a more 
active role in attracting minor industries to 
Madoc. Citing the shoe company in 
Sterling and the lumber mill in Tweed as 
examples, he says it is possible to attract 
industry to the Madoc area. 

However, Madoc must provide more 
serviced land for industrial use. 

According to Mr. Deline, Madoc is ten 
years behind in providing adequate sewage 
facilities and paved streets. One of his aims 
on council would. be to upgrade road 
conditions, by paving several roads each 
year, 

Madoc must sit down and determine what 
her resources are, what her needs are and 
then start to work on her wants, says Mr, 
Deline.

_ TELEVISING HOUSE PROCEEDINGS 


In my view and in view of the government, it should 
be possible to bring to Canadians not only the opening of Par- 
liament but the general proceedings in the House of Commons. 
It is my intention to introduce a motion shortly to permit tele- 
vision cameras into the House. A television record of its pro- 
ceedings should be produced as a kind of “electronic Hansard”’ 
with production controlled by Parliament and distribution in 
the hands of the final users as is now the case with Hansard.

he led his teams on tours of the U.S. The 
following year he turned to coaching and 
his teams won the Ontario Hockey 
Association championship and the Allan 
Cup. 

Dafoe put in five years in post-graduate 
studies in Toronto, Edinburgh and London 
and was a senior fellow in gynecology and 
obstretrics at the University of Toronto 
before starting a full-time practice. 

He was appointed associate professor in 
1943 and five years later became head of 
the department of gynecology and 
obstetrics at Wellesley Hospital. He 
resigned in 1955 but continued his private 


practice for five or six years. 


During his 35 years in medicine, he 
delivered more than 5,000 babies without 
one maternal death. Though one of the 
best known specialists in Canada, he had 
great praise for general practitioners. 

‘‘Most people who go to a doctor want 
consultation, not science, and the GP can 
give it to them’’ he said. 

He leaves his wife, Helen of Glen Rd.,

1 egg 
1 cup applesauce 


Grease margarine and peanut butter, add 
sugar, then blend in beaten egg.

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‘Major power crisis 


Ontario faces the threat of a major power 
crisis this winter -- unless hydro engineers 
can win a race against the clock. With cold 
weather fast gpproaching,the province’ s 

electricity resources are much lower than 
they should be. \ 


Ontario Hydro’s usual power total of” 
18,500 megawatts is down by 3,500 
megawatts. This is because: 

-- The giant Nanticoke generating station 
is still out of. action three-and-a-half 
months after a fire caused tens of millions 
of dollars damage to a turbine 

«- Tube leaks of radioactive heavy water 
continue to close a reactor at the Pickering 
nuclear power station, Canada’s largest 
nuclear plant. 

**If we have another major set of problems 
we'll be in deep trouble,’’ said Lorne 
McConnell, general operations: manager 
for Ontario Hydro. 


‘*As it is, we are very concerned about our 
power supply situation. I'm not Saying all 
the lights will go off this winter, but we're 
not flush at all as far as our resources are 
concerned.”’ 


Biggest headache is the Nanticoke 
generating station which supplies four 
times the power of the faulty Pitkering 
reactor. ‘It's touch and go whether we will 
be able to restore Nanticoke to service in 
time for the cold weather,’’ McConnell 
said. 


Work on the Pickering leake,. which 
constitute no public danger, could go on for _ 

‘‘a number of weeks or a number of 
months’ said Larry Woodhead, director of 
Ontario Hydros generation division. 


Meanwhile, the trouble is costing Ontario 
Hydro $3,000 an hour -- the price of having — 
to use coal as a substitute for uranium.

_ After last week's column on the world food crisis. a few 
letters were received. One came from Shakespeare, near 
Stratford. Another from Norwood. A third from a small 
village near Trenton. Just this morning, another arrived 
from a Mennonite home in Hawkesville. 

All the letters acknowledged the crisis. The writers 
agreed on the concen but the main question asked was 
what can one or two people do? 

Not enough people are concerned, or not concerned enough 
to do something. 

I don't know. I wish I did. 


I do know that writing to your local member of Parliament 
might help if you express your deep concern. I would also 
Suggest a personal letter to Prime Minister Trudeau. 
House of Commons, Ottawa. And a letter to External 
Affairs Minister Allan MacEachen in Ottawa would give 
him an idea of wheré many Ontarions stand. 

The sooner those letters are written, the sooner the 
government will realize that a great many Canadians are 
concemed. 

But, you ask, what good will my letter do? Does your 
letter count? Will it mean a thing? 

When the House of Commons was debating the admission 
of refugees from Uganda into Canada, Mitchell Sharp, 
then the Minister of External Affairs, announced that the 
letters he received were running ‘‘almost two to one” in 
favor of allowing refugees into Canada. 

He had received 11 — count ‘em, 11 — letters. Total. 
Seven of them were in favor, four against, Eleven letters 


from all of Canada. Yet those letters helped in the formation 
of his decision. :

Governments are responsive. Your letter can make a 
difference. 

In fact, people who know more about these things than 
I do suggest that two letters should be written. The first, 
one should-ask a specific question about what Canada is 
doing andis planning to do to alleviate the world food crisis. 
The second letter. should be written after. you get an 
answer to the first one. te, 

If you ask a question expecting aff @aswer, few __politi- 
Cians will ignore it. You may not get the answer you want 
but you surely will get an answer. 

Much can be done by Canada: much more than is plan- 
ned. A Canadian Press release from Ottawa last week in- 
dicated that some reporter had done his or her homework 
in figuring out Canada’s pledge at the world food confer- 
ence. The story said the grain from Canada would work 


‘ out to one slice of bread per person every five days for 


the next three years. 

Which hardly seems much of a sacrifice; not even a 
challenge. 

Speaking of a challenge, I hear through the farm grape- 
vine that both Marion Brechin and Eleanor Roseman of 
the Canadian Consumers Association have been invited 
to accept a challenge by a dairy farmer's wife in Water- 
loo County. 

Ms. Roseman has written a book about farm marketing 
boards, some of you may recall, in which she States that 
these boards are ripping off consumers. The author took 
part in an electronic media panel discussion and castigated 
farmers for not having consumer representation on market- 
ing boards. In fact, she did not have much of anything good 
to say about these boards. 

The dairy farmer’s wife Suggested either or both of the 
ladies come out to her husband’s farm and just see how 


‘much has to be done by a dairy farming family, Such as 


working 20 hours a day collectively even on Sunday to get 
the necessary chores done. 

From what I have heard, neither of the association mem- 
bers involved have accepted the challenge so far. Maybe 
they don’t want to get a little manure on their boots.

Sewers and water 
here-would cost 
over $3 million 


A report from the ministry of the 
environment says it will cost $3,163,000. to 
install a complete water and sewer system 
in the village of Madoc. 

This estimated cost is for completion. of 
the project in 1977, and _ includes 
installation of new sewer lines, pipes, wells 
and a storage tank. 

The estimate presented to council 
Monday is much higher than the first 
estimate which was given to Madoc village 
council in 1973. The 1973 estimate, which 
was turned downed by council at that time 
because of the high cost, . It would have 
cost $1.900,000. at 1974 prices. 

In the 1973 estimate, the provincial 
government promised to pay 70 per cent of 
the costs. 

The 1974 estimate says the provincial 
government is willing to foot 75 per cent of 
the bill. 

However, this five per cent increase in 
provincial funding does not begin to cover 
the increased costs of the recent proposal. 

With 75 per cent funding by the provincial 
government, the village is still left with a 
net debt of $329,380 for sewage and 
$361,983 for water, which will be carried 
over 40 years. Added to these figures will 
be the—interest charges which will be 
tabulated over the 40 years. 

Madoc village clerk, Tom Burnside, 


estimates the recent proposal will cost the 
average homeowner, who gets sewage and 
water installed for the first time, an 
average of $312 plus a $42.15 disposal 
charge, and three mills on an average 
assessment of $15,500. 

Residents who already have sewer and 
water hookups will also face an increase in 
their bills. A surcharge of 120 per cent will 
have to be levied on water bills, and a 
charge of 181 per cent on sewer bills. All 
residents on the system will also face an 
increase of three mills on their levy. 

Madoc council is in‘ a dilemma. They feel 
high costs are too big a price to pay for the 
installation of sewer and water. However, 
they also know that installation of sewer 
and water are vitally necessary for the 
growth of Madoc. 

They know Madoc residents would like to 
see these facilities installed, but they feel 
the cost is too high. 

Madoc village reeve, Tom Barton, would 
like to know the opinion of Madoc residents 
on these questions. Do they feel that the 
installation of water and sewage facilities 
justifies the high cost? Should the council 
go ahead and commission the scheme 
despite the cost? 

He would like Madoc residents to express 
their opinion on this proposal by contacting 
him or the village council office. 


Two more

Two more Madoc residents have picked 

up flomination papers for the Dec. 16 
election to fill the vacant village council 
seat. 

Gib Bailey and Joseph Ash join Maurice 
Goulah and Tom Deline, who previously 
announced their candidacy, to make four 
candidates vying for the single council 
seat. 

Gib Bailey has been a Madoc resident for 
25 years. He decided to run for council 
when he read in the Review that no one had 
been nominated for the Dec. 2 election. 
Gib Bailey is married to the former Sylvia 
Shaw and has three children, — 15, 
Linda,13, and Bob,ll. He 


‘employed for nine years at R. eo cutch 


Associates as an area supervisor. 

that he worked for seven and a half years. 
for the Ministry of Transportation and 
Communications. He was also assistant to 
the Hastings County engineer. 

‘Having dealt with numerous municipal- 
ities in the past nine and a half vears. | feel 
the problems I encountered and the 
experience | have gained would make mie 
an asset on Madoc village council,”’ says 
Mr. Bailey. 

Joseph Ash thinks it would be good to 
have an east side representative on Madoc 
village council. It is his first venture into 
municipal politics. 

Sewer and water lines should be extended 
to the whole village of Madoc as soon as 
possible, he says. However he doesn’t 
think Madoc should be forced ,to go into 
heavy debt to pay for these services.

“Alfred E. Andrus, Port Hope, was 
sentenced to 30 days in jail and was 
prohibited from driving for six months 
after he was found guilty of operating a 
motor -vehicle while his ability was 
impaired. . 

Provincial Constable Dewey testified he 
had arrived at the scene ofa Single car 
accident on the Trent River Road June 22 
and had found a car lying in the south 


. ditch. 


The accused and another man, Mr. L. 
Dafoe, were standing by the car, he said. 

Andrus, Constable Dewey continued, 
admitted being the driver of the car at the 
time of the accident. 

In his testimony, Andrus stated he had 
been drinking both the night before and on 
the morning of the accident. 

He said he had been sleeping in his car in 
a driveway when Dafoe arrived and asked 


to borrow the vehicle. 

Andrus said he refused and then went 
back to sleep. 

When he woke up, Andrus continued, he 
was in the passenger side of the car, lying 
in a ditch. Dafoe, he said, was in the 
driver's seat. 

A witness for the defence, John Cotter, 


. testified he had seen Dafoe driving the car 


while Andrus was asleep in the front seat. 


In his own testimony, Dafoe stated he had 
been drinking heavily during the car ride 
and had passed out, waking up only after 
the accident .Andrus, he said, had been 
the driver.. 

In his summation, the defence attorney 
claimed Andrus had admitted to the officer 
that hé had been driving the car only 
because Dafoe’s licence was, at that time, 
under suspension and didn’t want him to 


get into trouble.

AD to make a speech the 

other night to the 
honour students at ‘our 
school. I say “had to”, 
because, the vice-principal, 
who is six feet twelve, told 
me I was going to be the 
guest speaker. I am five 
feet eight and a half. 

How can you be a “guest” 
speaker when you work in 
the joint? 

However, I done my best, 

‘a8 we say in the English 
department. It wasn't much 
of a speech, but the 
remuneration was not exact- 
ly princely, either. Zero. 

I abhor speakers at 
honour nights who get up 
there and praise the kids 
. and tell them to stick in 
there and “fight and be 
competitive, because that's 
what the world is all about. 

I took rather a different 
line. I told them that being 
an honour student is chiefly 
a matter of birth. Either 
you are born with some in- 
telligence, in which tase you 
can walk through our school 
system, or you are born to a 
mother or father who makes 
you get off your lazy butt 
and do some work. In either 
case, it was an accident, not 
something to sit around and 
feel self-satisfied about. 


Both my kids were honour 
students, in Grade 9. And 
the boy. could almost tie his 
own shoelaces when he was 
14, and the: girl was still 
knocking over her glass of 
milk at table when she was 
14. From Grade 9 they went 
straight down hill. But I'm 
not too. worried about 
them. They both have a 
sense of honour, and that's 
a lot more important, to me, 
than honour standing in 
school. 

Some of the rottenest 
people, physically, morally 
and emotionally, whom I 


have ever met, have been 
honour students. With no 
sense of honour. 

I was an honour student 
too, once, in Grade 8. This 
was back about the time of 
the Boer War. I knew I was 
about the smartest kid in the 
school, and was confident of 
coming first in Grade 8, or 
the Entrance, as we called 
it. Entrance to what, I never 
did find out. Entrance to 
five more stultifying years 
of school, I guess. 

Unfortunately, though | 
was the smartest kid in 
school, I was also the laziest. 
Eddie Kirkland, now a_ big 
corporation lawyer in 
Montreal, came first. I beat 
him up as soon as the results 
came out. This didn’t solve 
my frustration. Muriel Rob- 
bins came second. I was 
going to beat her up too, but 
she was bigger than I, so | 
settled for third. 


Third is a good place to 
be. You can’t be accused of 


_-being a teacher's pet, as we. 


called itor a “brown”, as 
today’s youngsters so blunt- 
ly label it. On the other 
hand, you have proved that 


_ you are not a dummy. I've 


been running a comfortable 
third ever since. 

I was the third member in 
our family of five. It was 
rather pleasant: I didn't 
have to compete with my 
older brother and sister, and 
I could bully my younger 
brother and sister. 

When it came time to take 
dur lumps in the war, I still 
ran a comfortable third. My 
older brother chose to have 
himself blown up, rather 
spectacularly, My young 
brogher, in a desperate 
attempt to get some recog- 
nition, won a decoration for 
bravery, after being shot 
down in the English 
Channel. (I don't see what's 
so brave about that.)

Now let's be serious for 


a moment. I'd like to take a 
closer look at the word 
“honour”. It’s one of those 
abstract words that you 
hear less and less these days, 
as though it were embarras- 
sing to utter them. Words 
like compassion and virtue 
and chastity and loyalty and 
decency. People almost 
blush when they use one of 
them. It seems that we all 
have to be tough and callous. 


From this “all”, I would ex- 


cept our young people, who . 


are not afraid to talk of love 
and compassion and _toler- 
ance and kindness and pity. 

They see only too clearly 
through ‘the “plastic” world 
they have been bequeathed: 
a world of false values, lip 
service to ideals, and 
violence. 


No wonder there is a 
generation gap. We wor- 
ship the golden calf, and are 
flabbergasted when our kids 
see it for what it is: a graven 
image. 

We want to sweep every- 
thing under the rug, so the 
neighbours won't see it. We 
want our kids to be “nice”, 
and “sensible”, and “solid”, 
while they see the joy and 
the pain that is real human 
life, 


These are some of the 
thoughts I shared with the 
students. In. closing, I sug- 
gested, “Don't just be an 
honour student. Be an hon-
